Albany, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)— 
Welcomed by large groups of “air- 


minded” citizens and city and county | 
officials at every stop on the route | 
the “All-Georgia Air Tour” pathfind- | 
ing party completed its first day at. 
5:12 o'clock this afternoon by land- 
ing on one of the finest airports in 
the south.. Seen from the air, Al- 
bany'’s municipal field is a_ pilot's 
dream suddenly brought fo realiza- 
tion. 

The reception received by the path- 
finders, Pilot G. A. Shealy, of Texas 
Air Transport Flying school, at Cand- 
ler field, and the writer, the tour 
business manager, at Griffin, La- 
Grange, Columbus, Americus and Al- 


bany was enthusiastic and predicted 
such a success for the coming air 
tour, which is being sponsored by 
The Constitution at the invitation of 
the tour committee, that it assures 
the project becoming the greatest 
move in the development of aviation 
that could be taken in the state. 

Albany, the first control night of 
the four-day trail-blazing flight, sent 
it: most prominent citizens and offi- 
cinls to the airport to welcome the 
Texas Air Transport Curtiss Robin. 
The party was taken to the Gordon 
hotel, where accommodations had 
been reserved and the fliers were din- 
ner guests of the Albany “All-Geor- 
gia Air ‘Tour’ committee at Radium 
Springs tonight. | 

Albany asked that this city be made | 
a night control for the tour. The same 
request was made by LaGrange, 
Americus, with its great Souther field, 
and Columbus. In every airport, the 
committees which met the Curtiss 
Robin offered complete cv-operation 
and guaranteed that every require- 
ment of the general committee and 
the National Aeronautic Association 
would be complied with. 

The flight today was most succcss- 
ful. Griffin was reached a few min- 
utes late, but the pathfinder plane 
dropped to Callaway field, LaGrange, 
25 minutes early. Columbus’ was 
reached on the dot at 12. noon. Here 
bad weather and poor visibility pre- 
vented a start until it cleared. Amer- 
jeus was hit almost an hour late, but 
Albany was reached only 12 minutes 
after the scheduled time. 

Airports Ready. 

The airports at LaGrange, Colum- 
bus, Americus and Albany easily will 
accommodate the flight squadron of 
the tour. Griffin's field is small, but 
every means will be taken to get it 
into shape and properly marked for 
the fliers if that city is on the route. 

The Columbus greeting to the first 
aerial trail blazer of Georgia in the 
history of aeronautics took the form 
of a full committee meeting at the air- | 
port and a drive into Columbus, where | 
the committee was host at a luncheon | 
to the Pathfinder party. 

The plans of the air tour and its 
educational purposes were explained 
and, for the city, City Manager Hen- | 
ry B, Crawford offered complete co- 
operation.

Leaders of the legislative body 
were on hand early Monday busy 
with organization plans. State en- 
ator W. Cecil Neill, who will be the 
next president of the senate in all 
probability, opened headquarters on 
the mezzanine floor of the Aasicy 
hotel. Richard B. Russell, Jr., rep- 
resentative from Bartow county, 
opened headquarters in the time-hon- 
ored Kimball house and both were ac- 
tive all day in shaking hands with 
friends. 

This year the “Monday crowd” was 
larger than for many years. Usually 
the bulk of the members selects Tues- 
day as the day for the journey to At- 
lanta but there are so many interest- 
ing battles looming ahead that maay 
wanted to get in early and place the 
well-known ear to the ecually well- 
known ground. 

This Year or Never. 

“If the legislature does not vote 
for a bond issue at this session we 
might as well kiss a bond issue good- 
bye forever and also wave adieu to all 
prospects f } a completed highway 
system in five years,” was the way 
one member expressed it Monday and 
this apparently is the opinion of many 
of the most influential leaders of the 
two branches. 

Organ.zation of the two branches 
Wednesday will be completed quickly 
and with little rancor.

American people now seem certain to 
create a storm of protests on the part

The campaign just announced here 
will get under way when the National 
Education Association opens its an- 
nual convention in Atlanta Friday. 
Miss Anna B. Sutter, chief of the di- 
vision of education and statistics of 
the federal prohibition bureau, will be 
sent to the city to fire the first gun 
in the propaganda attack. 

Moral Issue. 

After nine years of prohibition a 
definite program has been worked out 
for putting the weight of the federal 
government on the dry side of what 
wet congressional critics choose to 
ferm a moral issue. The program is 


based in general upon president's ap- 
peal for law obedience but is made 
possible by a $50,000 appropriation 
voted by congress for collecting and 
disseminating prohibition facts. 
Miss Sutter, as the government's 
propagandist, in addition te maintain- 


ing the booth at convention headquar- 
ters, will fluctuate among the thou- 
sands of school teachers and educator 
delegates to preach the gospel of pro- 
hibition. It will be heft aim to ‘“‘sell” 
them the idea of incorporating prohi- 
bition obedience in their respeetive 
schools and communities. Aside from 
the several circulars and pamphlets, 
she will be fortified by an _ electric 
sign giving views of improved condi- 
tions credited to prohibition.

The government, having ordered de- 
stroyers, airplanes and submarines to 
search a wide area for the missing 
trans-Atlantic seaplane of Commander 
Ramon Franco, issued an official note 
tonight characterizing the three-day 
silence of the plane as disturbing but 
not hopeless.

Special Session Proposal 
Dropped—F riends of 
Measure Will Hold Meet- 
ing To Decide Next Step.

Probability that proponents will 
seek a special session of city council 
to insist on passage of another annex- 
ation measure faded Monday when 
Mayor I. N. Ragsdale joined the ranks 
of the annexationists and assumed the 
role of advisor, declaring that if coun- 
cil approves a measure to extend the 
city limits, he will approve it and 
send it to the Georgia legislature for 
action of that body. 

Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, of the 
twelfth ward, chairman of the char- 
ter revision committee of council and 
author of a paper intended to increase 
the area of Atlanta 22 square miles 
and add about 25,000 persons to the 
city, stated Monday night that he 
would not seek a special councilmanic 
session but that he would bring the 
matter before council at its session 
Monday. 

Annexationists in Majority. 

Mr. Gilliam is regarded as_ the 
spokesman for the annexation group 
in council, which, spurred by the tidal 
wave of public sentiment ia favor of 
annexing outlying districts “‘which 
should be a part of the city,” is being 
increased daily. The wing favoring 
annexation has a clear majority of 
council at this time, with prospect 
that it will be augmented by several 
other members of council who hereto- 
fore have opposed annexation. 

Strong pressure will be brought to 
bear on council members by their con- 


stituents, who are said to feel that 
they have failed to represent them in 


preference to influential persons who}; 


live outside. the city at the present 
time, it was declared. 

Hundreds” of Atlatitans Monday 
were registering their disapproval otf 
the veto Saturday of the annexation 
paper by Mayor Pro Tem. Robert F. 
Pennington. Sentiment in favor of the 
annexation mounted with every pros- 
pect that council will pass a measure 
at its session next Monday and send 
it to Mayor Ragsdale for his sanction. 


Mayor Surprised. 


The mayor Monday declared he was 
surprised at the failure of Mr. VPen- 
nington to sign the measure and de- 
clared if he had been in the chair he 
would have approved it. 

“The only thing to do at this time 
is to take the vetoed paper back to 
council and attempt to pass it over 
Mr. Pennington’ veto,” Mr. Ragsdale 
said. “If that fails, it can be rein- 
troduced and sent to me for my ac- 
tion. I will say now that I will 
approve it if it comes to me. A spe- 
cial session of council would accom- 
plish nothing. 

“IT tried to stay in Atlanta but just 
had to leave the city. I hurried back, 
but too late toe prevent the veto, 
never thinking that it would meet 
such a fate since it could have waited 
action of the mayor until Tuesday 
morning. . If I had thought the meas- 
ure would have been vetoed, 1 would 
have stayed here.” 

Mayor Pro Tem. Pennington has 
declared he would approve the meas- 
ure if the limits were extended to 
include Buckhead and contiguous ter- 
ritory. He would also yote for such 
an extension, he said. 

Alderman Gilliam declared that a 
meeting of the charter revision com- 
mittee will be called for Wednesday 
or Thursday and that definite decision 
will be made as to the plan which 
the annexationists will champion. 


Many Calls Received, 


“T have had hundreds of teiephone 
calls from Atlantans insisting that we 
proceed and annex the thickly popu- 
lated areas to Atlanta despite the pro- 
tests of a few who live in the af- 
fected sector,” Mr. Gilliam said. 
“Atlantans are incensed at the effort 
of this group to dictate to the Atlanta 
council. They feel that council mem- 
bers should protect the best interests 
of the city and not be influenced or 
intimidated by those who are not citi- 
zens. We propose to fight this issue 
out on the floor of city ecouscil at 
its session Monday, feeling that the 
city’s best interests can be served bet- 
ter if we send the measure to the

Mohun and Mrs. Boucher met Sun- 
day afternoon in a Juarez cafe. At 
midnight they were joined by a newly 
married couple and at the sound of 
the wedding march, played in honor 
of the bride and groom, Mohun and 
his companion suddenly left the place. 
It was revealed today they had driven 
to Las Cruces, New Mexico, obtained 
a license at 2 a. m. and were married 

y a justice of the peace half an hour 
later. 

Today Mohun’s bride admitted she 
was married to Murray Boucher in 
1927 and that although she had lived 
with him only two weeks, neither she 
nor he had obtained a divorce. The 
district attorney's office refused to say 
whether or not bigamy charges will 
be filed against the woman. 

Mrs. Boucher said today she and 
Mohun had been drinking heavily all 
during the evening.

FLYING BLIND AT 100 MILES 
AN HOUR. 


My worst experience flying the mail, 
so far, occurred last winter. It 
cupied only 10 minutes, but it seemed 
more like a matter of hours to me. 

I had just started on the New York- 
to-Richmond night run after a month 
of practice over the route. 
into a snowstorm and kept going at 
90° or 100 miles an hour, though the 
snow was so thick I could see vir- 
,tually nothing. 
but try 
‘could not have seen how to set the 
plane down if I had tried. 
| To add to my troubles the landing 
lights, which serve the same purpose 
on a plane as headlights on an auto- 
mobile, went out.

dashboard lights and kept on in ab- 
solute darkness. With the dashboard 
lights out I could see just a little 
ahead. 

In 10 minutes I got through the 
storm, but it was the longest 10 min- 
utes I ever spent. 

Flying on that route I have seen 
ice form on my wings three times. As 
soon as ice begins to crust them, the 
wings start to lose their lifting power. 
If enough ice forms you come down 
whether you want to or not. I learned 


to deal with ice from some of the old- 
timers. As soon as it started to form 
I flew down as low as possible, where 
the temperature was warmer, and 
melted it off. 

On our line we are flying at right 
angles to the general movements of the 
weather. On the east to west routes 
the weather men along the line can 
generally predict with considerable ac- 
curacy what the pilot may expect. 
Sometimes the pilots can fly ahead 
of a storm all the way across, and 
never have it catch up with. them.: 

But on the line down the coast the 
weather moves in on you. without 
much warning. You are likely to be 
caught in fog or snow without no- 
tice.

tizenship for Refusal To 
Fight. for His Country 


New Haven, Conn., June 24.—(4)— 
Because of his conscientious scruples 


| against swearing to a question of tak- 


ing up arms in the defense of his coun- 
try, Professor Douglas C. Macintosh, 
Dwight professor of theology at Yale 
Divinity School, was today refused ad- 
mission to the citizenship of the 
United States by Judge Warren B. 
Burrows, of the naturalization court. 

In a preliminary hearing, the status 
of Professor Macintosh had been mark- 
ed as questionable. When he appeared 
before the naturalization court this 
morning he requested citizenship ad- 
mission under reservations. : 

After Professor Macintosh was 
sworn in by the clerk of courts he 
was asked to answer question 22 on 
the preliminary naturalization papers, 
referring to the taking up pf arms 
in defense of the United Staths. if it 
became necessary. Professor Macintosh 
replied he would take up arms with 
the reservation that the war in which 
he was asked to serve should be what 
he considered a just cause. 

He said he could swear allegiance 
to. the United States as well as he 
could to any country and following 


his allegiance, he would owe no other 
country no duty higher than to this 
country. 

Judge Burrows, in refusing Profes- 
sor Macintosh to citizenship, said that 
the president had invested in him the 
power to command our fighting units 
in time of war. At such an emergency 
as war, he said, he needed absolute 
power over every citizen, and to al- 
low any citizen the use of his own 
discretion would open the way to pre- 
sumption by gvery citizen as to the 
justness or Unjustnegs of war, and 
would leave the president without any 
power whatever. 

Professor Macintosh was born in 
Canada and was graduated from Mce- 
Masters University in 1903. He join- 
ed the faculty of Yale in 1909. Dur- 
ing the World War he saw active 
service in France as a chaplain in the 
Canadian army and later as a Y. M. 
C. A. worker with the A. E. F. He 
was represented today in court by 
Dean Charles E. Clark, of the Yale 
Law School. Dean Clark announced an 
appeal would be carried to the United 
States district court of the second cir- 
cuit in New York city.

8 
points in many instances and much 
higher in a few spegialties, were cut 
down or wiped out, and a rather long 
list of stocks closed with net declines 
of 1 to 4 points. 

Trading started off at a brisk pace, 
several blocks of 5,000 to 10,000 shares 
changing hands in the early trading, 
but it slowed down later, aad the day’s 
total just crossed the 3,000,000 shares 
mark. 

Estimates of loans called during the 
day ranged from $50,000,000 to $80,- 
000,000. Some of this represented the 
withdrawal of funds by corporations 
and others in preparation of mid-year 
settlements, and some of it the usual 
“window dressing’ by banks in an- 
ticipation of a comptroller’s call on 
June 30. Call money renewed un- 
changed at 7 but advanced to 8, 9 
-and 10 as loans were called. This 
was the first time that the official 
rate has been 10 per cent since May 
15, and some “outside loans” were re- 
ported to have been arranged as high 
as 12 per cent, indicating that a fur- 
ther rise in the official rate was like- 
ly this week. Time‘money rates also 
were somewhat firmer. 

Except for the higher call money 
rates and reports of another substan- 
tial increase in California. erude ofl 
production last week, most of the 
day's news developments were favor- 
able. Wheat rallied about 3 cents a 
bushel but lost about half. its gain. 
Youngstown Steel plants were report- 
el to be operating at practical ca- 
pacity. A better deniand was noted 
for copper. Refined sugar prices 
were advanced and stockholders of the 
International Mercantile Marine Com- 
booy approved the recapitalization 
plan

in rather spectacular fashion. Auburn

New York & Harlem jump- 
ed 16 points to 327 on odd lot sales, 
Allis Chalmers ran up more than 7 
points to a new high at 252 and re- 
tained all but a point of its gain.

625.

Mextean Seaboard opened nearly -3 
points higher on the announcement 
that its new Kennedy well showed 
such a tremendous yolume of gas at 
6,410 feet that extreme measures were 
necessary to control the flow. Other 
oils were sluggish, Skelly selling down 
2 points, 

Rails, im which a big summer mar- 
ket had been predicted, started up- 
ward at the start, but the buying 
movement died .down when money 
rates went up. Atchison, New Haven, 
Norfolk & Western, Union Pacifie and 
Pennsylvania all attained new high 
prices for. the year, the last-named 
selling at the best price in about 20 
years.

Goldhurst told C. Edward Benoit,

The witness. said the bishop paid on 
the installment plan, a feature of the 
Kable & Co. business, and authorized 
him to buy as high as might call for 
an initial payment of $2,000 or $3,000, 
which would obligate the eleric to 
total payments of about $40,000. 

Goldhurst emphatically denied that 
the bishop had any interest in Kable 
& Co., or received any part of the 
profits or was given anything for 
sending other customers to trade with 
the firm. He said no one knew tkat 
the bishop had an account there, al- 
though he had not requested secrecy, 


and that his name was never used to 
help get new ctstomers. 
At first refusing to say whether he 


had’ in his possesion at the time 200 
shares of Hudson on which the bishop 
paid an installment and made paper 
profits of several thousand dollars, 
Goldhurst later said it would not be 
necessary for him to have had them 
as it was customary not to buy the 
stocks ordered until all the install- 
ments were paid. 

Benoit asked him if it had not been 
customary in selling securities for the 
bishop to credit him with several 
points above the market. This Gold- 
hurst denied and when shown com- 
parisons between entries of sales and 
stock quotations insisted that there 
must have been an error of date to 
account for the discrepancy. 

The bearing was finally adjourned 
nntil tomorrow, with Kable scheduled 
as the first witness, and with Gold- 
htirst due to be recalled when he was 
through.

Deprives Many Fans. 


Plans are going forward to stage the opening football game of the 
season at Grant field under electric lights, L. W. Robert said yesterday 
on his return from a week-end at Sea Island Beach. 

The Tech official was absent from the city when announcement of 
his plan. was made in The Constitution and he missed reading objections 
voiced by another Atlanta newspaper against the project. 


It is probable, Mr. Robert said, 
that the Mississippi A. & M. game 
will be played at 8 p. m. on the night 
of October 5. This, however, is sub- 
ject to the action of the athletic board, 
but Mr. Robert feels certain they will 
approve when the matter is outlined 


and the facts and figures laid before 
them. 


NOT IMPRACTICAL. 
“Coach Alexander spent the week- 


end with me at Sea Island,” Mr. Rob- 
ert explained. “He told me that sports 


writers were poking fun at the plan 
and insisting that there was no de- 
mand for it and that it was imprac- 
tical, anyhow. 

“Coach Alex and I talked the 
matter over and he is much in- 
terested in it now. The idea is 
not original with me nor is it 
impractical. Such. criticism sim- 
ly means that the critics do not 
know much about night football 
as it may be played now under 
the latest lighting devices.” 

As to the demand for the game, Mr. 
Robert bared the prime reason why 
night football was being seriously 
considered now and thereby confirmed 
changes in the football schedule for 
1950. 

NO TURKEY DAYS. 

“The Thanksgiving Day game this 
vear will be the last Thanksgiving 
game that will be played on Grant 
field.” he said. “In 1930 Tech will 
play a game on the Saturday before 
Thanksgiving Day and the Saturday 
after. The old date with Auburn will 
be erased from the calendar and Au- 
burn will be played on another day 
earlier in the list. 

“Tech officials have received 
many protests over the disposal 
of the Thanksgiving Day game. 
Complaints come from friends of 
Tech who work Saturday after- 
noons and who see but one game 
a year—the one on Thanksgiving. 
“It is mainly to meet that demand 

that we are considering staging the 
opening game of the season at night.

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BASQUE IS SURE 
OF DEFEATING 
MAX SCHMELING 


Uzcudun, Stout, Tough, 
Is in Good Trim for 
Thursday Bout. 


By Walter Trumbull. 
Hoosick Falls, N. Y., June 
24.—Nobody could fail to like 
that child of the Basque coun- 
try, Paulino Uzcudun. 


The world for him is a place filled 
with sunshine and friends and food, 
money to be earned and fights and 
frolics. It also is a place of moods, 
for anyone with Latin temperament 
can be very sad, indeed, but I think 
that for little Paul the clouds soon 
sweep by—existence, in the main, is 
a joyous thing. 

There is a great difference between 
Max Schmeling’s training camp and 
Paolino’s. At Lakewood, on a place 
where horses are bred and trained, 
large open spaces are needed.
